Listing of Claims: 

1 . (Currently Amended) In a server included in a network that also includes a client 
associated with specified attributes, a method of using a decision engine to create a document for 
use by the client, the document being customized according to the specified attributes associated 
with the client, the method comprising the acts of: 

receiving a request for a document at a server application, the server application 
being configured to generate the document from a script; 

the server application generating and sendinn a request to-fer a decision engine, 
which -is separate from the server application, to select content for the document based 
on at least one attribute of the client whi ch the decision engine has access to. wherein the 
request sent from the server application to the decision cn&inc specifics that the decision 
engine is to identify appropriate content for a particular client on whatever decision 
criteria are available to the decision engine, and such that the request is sent without 
specifying either the at least one attribute of the client or how the selection of content is 
to be made; 

wherein the decision engine, upon receiving the request, accesses the at least one 
attribute of die client from an attribute provider and uses the at least one attribute of the 
client to select content that the decision engine determines to be appropriate lor the client 
from a plurality of available content and wherein the decision engine sends identification 
of the selected content to the server application; 

the server application receiving from the decision engine efl hthe identification of 
the content that has been selected by the decision engine; 

the server application creating the document and incorporating into the document 
the content that has been selected by the decision engine; and 
transmitting the document to the client. 
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2. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of receiving 
j the identification of the content comprises the act of receiving aadditio *»ftl script that, when 

executed, results in the content being incorporated into the document. 

3. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 2, further comprising the act 
| of assembling the script at runtime by concatenating said portion af-script and said additional 

script. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim l 7 wherein: 

the act of processing code associated with the script is performed by a server application 
operating at the servers-sad 

roquosltng the d e cision ongino - to s e l e ct contort lor the docum e nt b as ed - on attribut e s of 
th e client ig conducted without tlw - server application communicating to 4ho - d e cision e ngine a 
valu e of said at least on e attribute of th e client . 

5. (Original) A method as recited in claim 4 t wherein requesting the decision engine 
to select content for the document based on attributes of the client is further conducted without 
the server application communicating to the decision engine criteria by which the decision 
engine is to select the content. 

6. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the document is a Web page. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 6, wherein the content 
- j comprises at least one of text and an imag e that aro dotormfflcd to be appropriate for the client . 

8. (Cun-ently Amended) A method as recited in claim 6, wherein the content 
comprises formattin g content - that is d e t e miinod to bo appiopriuto for the client 
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9* (Currently Amended) In a server included in a network thai also includes a client 
associated with specified attributes, a method of creating a document for use by the client, the 
document being customized according to the specified attributes associated with the client, the 
method comprising the acts of: 

assembling a script at a server application, the script including instructions for 
creating a document, wherein assembling the script includes: 

only upon processing a first portion of a script associated with the 
document, issuing to a decision engine, that is separate from the server 
application, a request for the decision engine to select a second portion of the 
script, wherein the request sent from the server application to the decision engine 
specifies that the decision engine is to identify the second portion of the script on 
whatever decision criteria arc available to the decision engine, and tha t is 
detemiincxLt o be a ppropriate for a particular client; 

wherein the decision engine selects seteotien-Qf-the second portion is 
based on at least one client attribute that is identified by the decision engine and 
that is not included with the request or script and wherein the decision engine 
sends the second portion of the script to the server application ; and 

the server application receiving from the decision engine the requested 
second portion of the script and concatenating the first portion of the script and 
the second portion of the script; and 

executing the first portion of the script and the second portion of the script so as to 
create the document 
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10. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, wherein the act of executing the first 
portion of the script and the second portion of the script so as to create the document further 
comprises the act of continuing to receive nested portions of script from the decision engine, 
including: 

upon processing the second portion of the script, issuing to the decision engine a request 
for the decision engine to select a third portion of the script based on at least one of the 
specified attributes without the script identifying said at least one specified attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested third portion of the script and 
concatenating the third portion of the script and the second portion of the script and the 
first portion of the script. 

11. (Cancelled). 

12. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, further comprising the act of receiving 
a request from the client for the document. 

13. (Original) A method as recited in claim 12, further comprising the act of 
transmitting the created document to the client 

14. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, further comprising the act of the 
decision engine selecting the second portion of the script, including: 

identifying, independently of a server application that executes the script, decision 
criteria that are to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion; and 

identifying, independently of the server application, the at least one attribute of 
the client that is to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion. 

15. (Original) A method as recited in claim 14, wherein the act of the decision engine 
selecting the second portion of the script further includes applying the decision criteria to the at 
least one attribute to select said second portion of script from among a plurality of portions of 
script.

27. (Currently Amended) A computer program product for implementing, in a server 
included in a network that also includes a client associated with specified attributes, a method of 
creating a document for use by the client; the document being customized according to the 
specified attributes associated with the client, the computer program product comprising: 

a computer-readable medium carrying computer-executable instructions for 
performing the method, the method comprising the acts of: 

assembling a script at a server application, the script including instructions 
for creating a document, wherein assembling the script includes: 

only upon processing a first portion of a script associated with the 
document, issuing to a decision engine, that is separate from the server 
application, a request for the decision engine to select a second portion of 
the script, wherein the request sent from the server application to the 
decision engine specifies that the decision engine is to identify the second 
portion of the script on whatever decision criteria are available to the 
decision engine, and that is determined to he appropriate for a particular 
client: 

wherein the decision engine selects , s o t ootion of the second portion 
is-based on at least one client attribute that is identified by the decision 
engine and that is not included with the request or script and wherein die 
decision engine sends the second portion of the script to the serve r 
application : and 

the server application receiving from the decision engine the 
requested second portion of the script and concatenating the first portion 
of the script and the second portion of the script; and 
executing the first portion of the script and the second portion of the script 
so as to create the document. 
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28. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the act of 
assembling the script further comprises the act of continuing to receive nested portions of script 
from the decision engine, including: 

upon processing code included in the second portion of the script, issuing to the decision 
engine a request for the decision engine to select a third portion of the script based on at least 
one of the specified attributes without the script identifying said at least one specified 
attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested third portion of the script and 
concatenating the third portion of the script and the second portion of the script and the 
fiTst portion of the script. 

29. (Cancelled), 

30. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
method further comprises the act of receiving a request from the client for the document. 

31. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 30, wherein the 
method further comprises the act of transmitting the created document to the client. 

32. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
method further comprises the act of the decision engine selecting the second portion of the script, 
including: 

identifying, independently of a server application that executes the script, decision 
criteria that are to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion; and 

identifying, independently of the server application, the at least one attribute of 
the client that is to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion. 
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33. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 32, wherein the act of 
the decision engine selecting the second portion of the script further includes applying the 
decision criteria to the at least one attribute to select said second portion of script from among a 
plurality of portions of script. 

34. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the 
decision engine includes decision criteria for identifying the content and wherein the server 
application is configured without the decision criteria that are used to identify the content. 

35. (Previously Presented) method as recited in claim 1, wherein changes can be 
made to the decision criteria without altering code of the server application. 
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
